THE FALL TRADE SALE. 


The Fall Trade Sale, under the direction of the Book-Publishers’ 

Association, will commence on September 1ith, at the auction rooms 
of Messrs. Leavitt, Delisser & Co. The catalogue is much the largest 
ever offered at any Trade Sale in America, and the various contribu- 
tions are so liberal in quantities, that unusual opportunities will be pre- 
sented to buyers. The catalogue contains 484 pp. of solid matter, of 
which 50 pp. are devoted to stationery and stereotype plates. There 
are 175 separate invoices, including the names of several prominent 
publishers who have not before contributed, and with the exception of 
a few who do not contribute to any Trade Sale this Fall, all the old 
names are continued. Among the contributions are several invoices of 
valuable English publications. We are persuaded that equal induce- 
ments were never offered to the buyer by any previous book-sale ever 
held in this country, and we shall be much mistaken if the occasion 
does not bring together the largest assemblage of the rrapr that has 
yet been gathered in America. Under an apprehension that the time to 
which they are limited will be insufficient to complete the sale, Messrs. 
Leavitt, Delisser & Co. have prefixed to their catalogue a request that 
buyers will assist them by punctual attendance and prompt bidding, and 
in order to avoid the confusion which has resulted on previous similar 
occasions from the similarity in the sound of names used by purchasers, 
they suggest the selection of distinctive designations not likely to be 
confounded with others, or misunderstood. When it is considered that 
to dispose of the whole catalogue will necessitate a daily sale of perhaps 
$50,000, it will be obvious that for the convenience and comfort of all 
concerned the business should be facilitated as much as possible. We 
have attentively examined the various invoices, and in the next number 
of the Circular shall give a careful analysis, from which not only the 
bookseller but the general public may obtain an idea of the magnitude 
of the publishing interest in America. For the present it will suffice to 
say that in many respects the coming sale promises to be the most im- 
portant for number and character of books, as well as for variety of 
invoices and aggregate value, which we have yet had; nor is it to be 
fotgotten, that the occasion has the additional advantage of associating, 
personally, many members of the same profession, to the benefit,and 
pleasure of all. 








THE RIGHT TO A TITLE. 


We devote considerable space to a decision given in the Cirenit 
Court at Richmond, upon the law regulating the property in a Title, 
The subject is one of general interest to the public, and of especial im- 
portance to all publishers. The observation of Judge Meredith thats 
‘‘ The doctrine that the title of a book or periodical is part of the work, 
capable of being infringed like the body of the publication, and that 
the infringement is to be redressed asa piracy, has not been expressly 
affirmed, either in this country or England,” deserves, and will no doubt 
attract particular attention, as being opposed to the general impression. 
It is evident, however, from the construction of the passage we have 
quoted, that a definitive legal decision would very probably establish 
the doctrine to which the Judge alludes, and the absence of any express 
affirmation is perhaps to be accounted for by the non-occurrence of any 
occasion. To us it appears, judging by the cases which the Judge him- 
self cites, that the doctrine has been sufficiently admitted by unavoidable 
implication.

ion. The Towsontown Advocate, (Maryland), of the 19th ult., was 
printed on paper very slightly tinged with yellow, but with a very good 
surface, which it announces was made entirely from the species of cane gen- 
erally used for fishing rods. It was made by Mr. H. Lowe, at Whitehall, in 
that State, who has invented a new process for preparing it. The whole 
question hinges on the cost—can the finished article be produced at a lower 
cost than the same quality from rags? If so, the process is of immense im- 


portance. 

According to Wilson’s Business Directory for 1856, there are in the city 
of New York two hundred and ninety booksellers, of whom one hundred and 
thirteen are publishers, and five law-booksellers; one hundred and twenty- 
nine book and job printers, and sixty-three bookbinders.

ving itself told. Still the high price of the book has been a prevention 
to ite wider circulation. To obviate this, the brothers Cotta, printers and 
ublishers of European celebrity, have now determined to bring out a new 
edition of the ‘“‘ Reinicke Fuchs” in numbers, at the low cost of six shillings 
for the whole work. Julius Schnorr, the Director of the Dresden gallery, 
and author of the popular illustrations to the Bible, has been engaged to 
draw on wood the illustrations, under the immediate direction, and subject 
to the revision and correction of Kaulbach himself. There will be thirty-six 
large peng and twenty-four vignettes ; the six numbers to be sold for 
two thalers, is is so low a price that the publishers must calculate on an 
enormous sale to cover the outlay, before they think of profit.—Literarg 
e. 


Some new materials for the history of William Tell and his times have 

i been discovered in Zurich. They were found in “the Oldest White 

"(das aelteste weisse Buch), written in the fifteenth century, which 

contains, besides copies of the oldest federal letters, a short chronicle of the 

earliest history of “ the Three Cantons,” and the story of William Tell of an 

earlier date than that of Melchior Russ. This is most probably the source of 
Gilg Tschudy’s version, which he made use of and embellished.—Jdem. 


There is something inexpressibly tragic in the thought of what is going 

on beneath many a surface apparently so calm. We are shouting with 
ter at the drolleries of an actor whose heart is aching for the little one 
dying at home, or whose life is shadowed by some terrible calamity ; and we 
read with captious severity, or the merest indifference, the book or article 
which has been wriften under conditions of moral or physical torture such 
as would not simply disarm criticism, if we knew of them, but make us 
el that anything was written at all. The pleasant author of “Tangled 
” in Tait’s Magazine, writes like the gayest of serene and happy minds; 
yet this month he informs us, when referring to a former article, 
“the writer penned this buoyant passage propped up on a sofa, with 
pe tion in drops on his forehead, and hyosciamns rapidly lowering 
pulse.” What a picture! The buoyant sentences jotted down in such 
ition are perhaps not a whit the worse for the pain which accompanied 
their production, but he, the writer, was the worse fer them! Nor is the 
ease arare one. A friend of ours for more than two years has written 
almost daily when the state of his head emphatically told him he should do 
work had not Necessity spoken with still sterner emphasis; and it is 
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known to many that Harriet Martineau has for months been writing in the 
intervals of sufferings which would have quelled a spirit less energetic 
and obscured a mind less bright. Tragic it is to think of Literature pur. 
sued under such conditions; and yet while sickness and sorrow lame go 
many—while the struggles of authorship are so severe, and the rewards go 
precarious, a Minister, fully aware of these things, can take 8752. out of the 
12002. set aside for “learning and genius,” and give it to persons whose 
claims are naval, military, and engineering! There is something which de. 
mands the most explicit clearing up from Lord Palmerston in the distribu- 
tion he haa been bold enough to make of the money entrusted to his care, 
Parliament awards 12001. to the relief of “learning and genius,” and of this 
Lord Palmerston only gives 325/. : the rest he has given for services, worthy 
indeed of recognition, but coming under no extension of the terms “learning 
and genius.” General Cathcart earned the pension of 3002. a-year for his) 
daughters; but why that pension—nearly equalling in amount the whole of 
what has been given to literature—should be taken from a fund which osten- 
sibly belongs to Literature, Science, and Art, it will be difficult for Lord 
Palmerston to explain. If Parliament means to give only 3254. a-year to 
Literature, Science, and Art, let that be distinctly stated and understood; 
but it is a mockery to pretend that 1200/. is awarded when a Minister may 
appropriate 875/. to any purpose he thinks fit. There are surely members 
of sufficient courage, and with sufficient interest in Literature, to call Lord 
Palmerston to account for this!—Zondon Leader. 


The French Emperor, some time ago, decreed that a sum of 30,000 franes 
($6000) should be paid, in three annual instalments, to the author of the best 
work on the most excellent discovery during the last five years, and his 
Majesty charged the Institute to dispose of the prize. The award has just 
taken place. The Academy of Sciences proposed that the grant sheuld be 
awarded to M. Fizeau, for his experiments on the rapidity with which light 
travels ; and this recommendation having been adopted by a majority of the 
members of the other four academies, which, with the Academy of Sciences, 
form the Institute, was adopted. Each of the said four Academies was called 
on to make recommendations as well as the Academy of Sciences:—the 
Academy of Moral and Political Sciences said that it had no one to recom- 
mend, no work of distinguished merit having appeared during the last five 
years in its domain: the French Academy proposed that the prize should be 
divided between M. de Laprade, a poet, and M. Beulé, author of a work on 
the Acropolis of Athens; the Academy of Fine Arts recommended the same 
M. Beulé for the said work and for his artistic discoveries; and the Acadé- 
mie des Inscriptions et Belles Lettres recommended M. Botta and M. Place, 
formerly consuls at Mossul, for their explorations of the ruins of Nineveh, 


A small work, entitled “ A Descriptive Catalogue of the Grine Gewdlhe,” 
has been published within the last few days in Dresden, “The Green 
Vaults” in the palace of the kings of Saxony, as is well known to all travel- 
ers, contain countless treasures of incredible value which have been accumu- 
lating for centuries ; these consist in pearls, diamonds, carvings in wood and 
ivory,some rare bronzes, antique goblets, china and glass—in short, every 
conceivable article of costly and useless verti, It would be easier to enume- 
rate what these long, low, dull vaults do not contain in their gloomy cham- 
bers, than what they do. The visitor is hurried through the rooms, which 
are lined from floor to ceiling with these treasures, and a very civil and 
intelligent custode gives all the information he can in his rapid flight. A 
descriptive catalogue in English, such as that now published for the use of 
strangers, has long been wanted. The traveller can now note beforehand 
what is most worthy of remark, and direct his attention more particularly to 
the objects whieh will especially interest him, for here will be found works 
unique in their kind, suited to the most varied and capricious taste. The 
author of the Guide is the son of one of the care-takers of the vaults, and has 
had every means of making his work useful and valuable; there are many 
typographical errors and considerable carelessness in printing in this Guide, 
but these are faults more than compensated by its advantages. Another 
most useful and valuable publication nas just been brought out in Dresden; 
it is a new railway Map for eentral Europe, by Dr. Julius Michaelis, the best 
and clearest which has yet appeared. it contains, in addition to the lines 
already opened, those in progress and those projected, and gives a fuller list 
of the stations on each road than any other map. Each line in the three 
classes is marked differently, and numbered with figures corresponding to 
others in an index, so that the traveller or shareholder can at once turn to 
the line he wants.—London Literary Gazette. 

The German papers say that the late Baron Sina, a great banker at 
Vienna, and a Greek, has bequeathed a million drachms for the establish- 
ment of an Academy of Sciences at St. Petersburg: but later accounts assert 
that, even if he has left any legacy for the purpose, which is not quite cer- 
tain, it is very much less indeed than that amount. 

Another explorer of Central Africa has fallea a vietim to the terrible 


elimate—M. Couturier, a young Frenchman. He died, it appears, some 
months back, at Brezina, an oasis in the Sahara, where he was stopping to 


learn some of the native languages. 

Dr. Carus, Physician to the Court of Saxony, known to the public from 
his profound writings on psychological subjects, has been created a Knight 
of the order of Danebrog, for his literary attainments, by the King of Den- 
mark. 

A Statue of Thierry Martens, who restored the typographical art in Bel- 
gium, has just been inaugurated, with a good deal of pomp, in Alost, his own 
town. 
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LITERARY PROPERTY—TITLES. 


From the Quarterly Law Journal published by J. W. Randolph, Richmond, 
we extract the following decision upon an application for an injunction in a 
ease involving a question of literary property. Our readers will recollect 
that in recent numbers we have cited two somewhat analogous cases, that of 
Fanny Fern in Philadelphia, and that of Jules Gérard the Liou-Killer in 
Paris; the present serves to render more clear the limit which surrounds 
property in titles, as it will be observed the decision is against the plaintiffs. 


In the Circuit Court of the City of Richmond, Va., Hon. John A. Meredith, Judge. Ritchie & 
Dunnavant v. Wilson & Lewis. 


Judge Merepirn. 


” ‘Dr. P. C. Gooch, several years since, established in the city of Richmond 
a medical journal under the title of “ The Stethoscope, a Monthly Journal of 
Medicine and the Collateral Sciences.” It was sold by him to the Virginia 
Medical Society, and was conducted by the Society under the editorial man- 

ement of several gentlemen, among them, Dr. R. A. Lewis, one of the 
defendants in this cause. The Society having determined to part with the 
sournal, offered it for sale in the month of April last through a committee, one 
‘of whom was Dr. Wilson, the other defendant. At this sale, Messrs. Ritchie 
& Dunnavant became the purchasers, at the price of $1,893 09 cents, and 
thereby became the proprietcrs of the journal, acquiring only its subscrip- 
tion list and good will—there being none of those material elements con- 
nected with the journal which were necessary to its publication. The jour- 
nal was continued, with Drs. Wilson and Lewis as editors, at an annual 
salary, which Messrs. Ritchie & Dunnavant stipulated to pay them. At the 
time of this purchase, there was published in the City of Richmond another 
medical journal, of which Drs. James B. McCaw, J. F. Peebles, and G. A. Otis 
were editors and proprietors, entitled “The Virginia Medical and Surgical 
Journal.” The publication of these two periodicals was continued under the 
management of their respective editors and proprietors until the month of 

December last, when by an agreement in writing entered into by Messrs. 
Ritchie & Dunnavant on the one part, and Dr. McCaw on the other, the 
two journals were united, and a new journal, ertitled “ The Virginia Medical 
Journal—the Stethoscope and the Virginia Medical and Surgical Journal 
combined,” was published under their joint auspices with Dr. Otis as co- 
editor. The first number of this new periodical appeared during the present 
month.—[{Jan. 1856. ] 

About the time this arrangement was entered into, Drs. Wilson and 
Lewis were discharged by Messrs. Ritchie and Dunnavaut, and they started 
a new journal as editors and proprietors, styled “ The Monthly Stethoscope 
and Medical Reporter; ” the first number of which likewise made its appear- 
ance during the present month. When the last mentioned journal was 
issued, Messrs. Ritchie and Dunnavant conceived their rights infringed by its 
publication, exhibited their bill for an injunction, charging the defendants 
with an usurpation of the title of their journal, “The Stethoscope,” and claim- 
ing the exclusive use of this title; and further charging that the defendants 
through the medium of their own journal and by other means, had repre- 
sented that the plaintiffs had suppressed, discontinued and abandoned their 
journal, and that their representations were made with a view to draw off 
the patronage and good will of the plaintiffs’ journal and transfer it to that of 
the defendants’; and praying that the defendants be injoined from publish- 
ing and circulating their journal, or any similar work, ete., ete. When the 
bill was exhibited to me, I desired it to be filed in court, and a rule ‘made 
upon the defendants returnable to this day to show cause why the injunction 
prayed for should not be granted, with liberty to either party, on proper 
notice, to take testimony. I was induced to adopt this course, and not act 
on the bill on an ex parte application, but to give the parties an opportunity 

to be heard upon the merits, out of abundant caution, homens of the novelt 
of the questions involved, and their importance to the parties pcan | 
The defendants have answered, admitting some and denying other allega- 
tions of the bill; and the question now is, shall the injunction be awarded? 

To decide this question, it will be necessary to consider what principles 
govern a court of equity in such cases. The jurisdiction of courts of 
equity over literary property is similar to that exercised over patents 
for inventions; and arises from an anxiety to give effect to the legal 
right, and restrain by means of the short process of an injunction; an 
violation which might become an injury irremediable by the slow eel 
ings of the common law. But if the legal right is disputed, the court does 
not, except in a strong case, interfere in the first instance by injunction, but 
puts the party to establish his right at law before it confers the equitable 
remedy—2 Eden on Inj. 330-33. The first question to be determined is, as 
to the legal right, and if the court doubts about that, it may commit great 
injustice- by interfering until that question has been decided. Unless the case 
depending upon a legal right be very clear, it is the duty of the court to take 
care that the right be ascertained before it exercises its jurisdiction by an 
injunction. Looking to this principle to guide the action of the court, 1 can- 
not say there is no doubt as to the plaintiffs’ legal title. The circumstance 
which throws doubt on their title arises from their own act in changing the 
name of their journal, and the varied form in which the defendants have used 
it. The title of the periodical which the plaintiffs purchased and first pub- 
lished was “The Stethoscope; A Monthly Journal of Medicine and the Col- 
lateral Sciences.” 

They have united their journal with another; dropped the simple name 

which characterized it, and are publishing a new one with a new title—the 


Medical and Surgical Journal combined.” It is true the word, “ Stethoscope’ 
is retained ; but it does not seem to give the new, as it did, the old journal, 
its distinct appellation—to mark its individuality ; but to show the combina- 
tion which has taken place, and the new Teusnal wht has sprung from that 
combination. In Curtis on Copy Right, p. 297, it is laid down that if a peri- 
odical work, that has long worn a particular title, changes it for another, the 
adoption of the old title by a new periodical, after the lapse of a reasonable 
time, would ordinarily not be such an interference as the courts of ice 
should notice. The authority cited for this principle is a decision by the 
“ Cour. Royale,” at Paris in 1834, which sanctioned the publication of a jour- 
nal under the title of “ Gazette de Santé,” which another journal had 
viously worn, but which it had for seven months abandoned for the title 
“ Gazette Medicale de Paris.” It will be observed that this author states that 
a reasonable time must elapse, and in the case cited seven months had 
elapsed since the old name had been abandoned or modified, But in ‘saeh 
cases, it is a question of intention, and not of time. - Time is but a cireum- 





stance to show that intention, and where all. the circumstances 

clearly show an intention on’the part of the plaintiffs to abandon the old 
title, or so combine with another as to lose its distinctive features, and amount 
to a new title, they waive their right to this title, and authorize its i 
at once by other persons; at least they throw such a cloud over their 

right to the title as to induce a court to hesitate long before it will exercise 
its equitable relief. 

But have the defendants assumed the title of the plaintiffs’ journal so as 
to impose upon the community and supplant it in the good will of the publie# 
An inspection of the periodicals filed with the bill will show that the title of 
the plaintiffs’ first journal was “The Stethoscope; A Monthly Journal of 
Medicine and the Collateral Sciences.” The title of their new journal is 
“The Virginia Medical Journal; The Stethoscope and the Virginia Medical 
and Surgical Journal combined.” The title of the defendants’ journal is 
“The Monthly Stethoscope and Medical Reporter.” 

The names of these three journals are clearly distinguishable, and cannot 
mislead the intelligent patrons of either. It is true, the word Steth is 
used in each; but the defendants have accompanied it with other words 
prefixed and added, which give a distinct appellation to their journal, and 
are sufficient to apprize all persons that they are really different publications, 
Their different titles and the different matter which must appear in two 
monthly journals, seem to afford all the information that can Ve desired by 
those who choose to give their patronage to one or the other. Nor can the 
eye be misled. The color and size of the plaintiffs’ journal is unlike that of 
the defendants’; and the plaintiffs have embellished their new work with an 
imposing wood-cut of Esculapius, in striking contrast with the more unpre- 
tending cover which envelopes the defendants’ journal. ; 

The most that can be said on this point is, that the defendants have simu- 
lated the plaintiffs’ title. But I can find no case in which the mere 
tion by one party of another’s title has called forth the interference of the 
courts. A brief examination of the cases will show how close a simulation is 
tolerated and how cautious the courts are in interfering with that free com- 
petition in journalism, so necessary to the maintenance of free institutions, 

In the case of Snowden vs. Noah, 1 Hop. 347, the defendant, Noah, was 
the editor, but not the proprietor of the newspaper establishment called the 
National Advocate ; and immediately after the sale of that establishment by 
its former proprietor to the plaintiffs, Noah established another wy 
under the title of the New York National Advocate. The new us 
established was sent to the subscribers of the former National Advocate ; and 
Noah solicited and continued to solicit the support of the patrons of the former 
paper and the public to his new paper. These were the facts of the case, 
and the judge in delivering his opinion remarked, “The only cireumstance 
in this ease which has any appearance of an undue encroachment upon the 
rights of Snowden is, that Noah's new paper is published under a name 
nearly the same with that of Snowden.” ‘The injunction was refused. 

In the case of Bell vs, Clarke, 8 Paige ~ a. p. 74, the title of the 

plaintiff's paper was the “ Democratic Republican, New Era,” and that of the 
defendant’s paper was “ The New Era, revived by Richard Adams Locke, its 
former editor.” The defendant’s = was the revival of an old pope 
which he was formerly interested with the plaintiff, but had been di 
tinued more than eighteen months. The defendant denied all intention by 
the use of the title “ New Era,” of inducing the public to believe that it was 
the plaintiff's paper. The court held that the plaintiff had so a 
his old title as to authorize the defendant or any one else to adopt it; and 
that the defendant's paper was not such asimulation of the plaintiff's present 
ublication as to injure the circulation and patronage of the latter, by dece:y+ 
ing the public, and inducing the belief that it is, in reality, the same paper, 
The injunction was refused. .__ 
The same principle was recognized in the recent case of Spottswood wa. 
Clarke, 2 Phil. 22 Eng. Chy. ~. p. 154. The contest in this case grew out 
of the publication of two rival “ Pictorial Almanacks.” The title of the

The defendant's a was smaller than the plaintiff's, andthe wrap- 
per was colored yellow, while the plaintiff's was white. 
_ The Ohaneellor held that, while there was a simulation of title, yet they 
were sufficiently distinct not to deceive the public, and not being satisfied 
with the plaintiff's legal right, refused the injunction. 
These cases clearly show that the mere simulation of title, however close, 
will not warrant the courts in arresting the publication by injunction. 
Suppose, however, that the defendants had not simulated the plaintiffs’ 
title, but had adopted it literally, and done nothing more, publishing under 
that title a new work as their own, on the same general branch of science, 
would it have justified the court in awarding an injunction? Is the mere 
ion of a title sufficient to call for the interference of a court of equity ? 
The doctrine that the title of a book or periodical is part of the work, capa- 
ble of being infringed like the body of the publication, and that the infringe- 
ment is to be redressed as a piracy, has not been expressly affirmed, either 
in this country or in England. The cases on this subject require something 
more than a mere usurpation of title. There must be some fraud or decep- 
tion practised. In the case of Hogg vs. Kirby, 8 Vessey, 215, the defendant 
the same title for his publication that the plaintiffs were using, 
commencing his publication with the last word used in the preceeding num- 
ber of the plaintiffs’, inserting an article on a subject promised by the plain- 
tiffs, publishing an index to all the preceding numbers issued by the plain- 
tiffs, and representing his work as the work of the plaintiffs. It was this 
fraud on the part of the defendant, in representing his work as the work of 
the ow. which induced Lord Eldon to award the injunction. It was 
not the usurpation of the title, which alone called for the interposition of the 
éourt, but it was the act of deception in endeavoring to identify the defend- 
ant’s work with that of the plaintiffs’ as being one andthe same. The same 
oer was affirmed in the case of Snowden vs. Noah, in which the Chan- 
r said “that the good will of an established trade, the custom of an inn, 
and the right of the publisher of books may be infringed by acts of piracy 
and deception; but the injury for which redress is given in such cases, re- 
sults from the imposture practised upon the customers of an existing estab- 
lishment, or upon the public. When the friends of an existing newspaper 
are informed by a rival newspaper that the two papers are not the same, but 
are distinet establishments, there is no deception; and the detriment which 
either establishment may suffer from the competition of the other, results 
from the free option of those who choose to give their support to one estab- 
lishment in preference to the other. This employment is subject to all the 
incidents of a free competition ; and when no Sengtion is practised, the 
award of the public, or those who patronize newspapers, must determine the 
patronage which each rival press shall receive. 
These cases clearly show that the mere assumption of the plaintiffs’ title 
a rival, but distinct publication, however well established the plaintiffs’ 
t to that title may be by uninterrupted usage and possession, will not 
warrant the court in awarding an injunction; but to the usurpation of the 
title must be superadded some act of fraud or deception, to call into exercise 
the preventive powers of a court of equity. 
‘ Phe inquiry then iz, have the defendants been guilty of fraud? I cannot 
that the facts disclosed by the evidence will sustain this imputation. In 
the editorial accompanying the advertisement published by the defendants 
in the Richmond Whig, the defendants represent their work as a new journal 
of which they are the editors and proprietors, and announce that all con- 
nexion between Messrs. Ritchie & Dunnavant and themselves had ceased ; 
and in the editorial — in their own journal, they speak of it as a 
“ eousin-german of the pioneer journal of Virginia.” In their answer, they 
em: eed, deny all intention, by the simulation of their title to that of the 
tiffs’, of misleading the public, and the plaintiffs in their bill speak of the 
ts’ publication as a rival journal—a rival publication. Nor do they 
charge that the defendants represented their journal as the journal of the 
a. and thereby -— to impose it upon the patrons of the plaintiffs. 
utmost to which the defendants have gone in this respect is, in repre- 
senting that the plaintiffs had suppressed, abandoned, and discontinued their 
old journal. How far this statement is sustained by the fact that the plain- 
tiffs had me or combined their journal with another, it is not necessary 
for me to decide. It will be observed, however, that the plaintiffs do not 
charge the defendants with continuing this misrepresentation, or threatening 
to continue it. Even if they did, and the fact were so, it could not be reme- 
died by an injunction. But the plaintiffs speak of this misrepresenta‘i»n as 
something already done. Now, the remedy by injunction, with a few rare 
eer rms is a preventive remedy. It is resorted to to prevent an appre- 
ary, or to arrest a continuing one; but when the injury com- 
plained of is and completed, the party has a complete remedy at law ; 
and a court of equity will not interfere, but will leave the party to seek his 
redress by an action for d And such is the plaintiffs’ redress in this 


ease, if the defendants have published the alleged misrepresentation, and the 


plaintiffs have been thereby injured. 
~ In the absence then of anything really calculated to deceive the intel- 
ligent patrons of the Virginia medical Journal, the decision in the cases cited

From ‘ La Lancette Frangaise, Gazette des Hospitauz, Civils e Militaires, 
No, 50,—Jeudi 28, April, 1853. 

FRAUDULENT COMPETITION, é&e. 
Pars, 27th April, 1853, 
Civil Tribunal of the Seine. Fourth Chamber. 
M. Leretetier, presiding. 

The Gazette of the Hospitals v. The Monitor of the Hospitals. 
Fraudulent Competition—Attempt to divert patronage—Abuse of the list of 
Subsecribers—Demand of Damages—Condemnation. 

The Tribunal, after having heard the respective pleadings and conclusions 
of M. Freslon, advocate, and M. Bendin, solicitor (avoué) of M. De Sourd, M, 
Paillard de Villeneuve, advocate, assisted by M. Castaignet, solicitor of 
Castelnau and M., the deputy of the Attorney-General, (procureur imperial) in 
his conclusions and after having deliberated according to law, deciding in 
the first instance. 

Seeing that, on the 12th January, 1849, Fabre, chief reporter of the Joup. 
nal, “The French Lancet, Gazette of the Hospitals, Civil and Military, 
yielded (cedé) to Castelnau, the principal reporting of the said Journal, and 
that De Sourd, proprietor of the said Journal, gave his consent to this cession, 

Seeing that, in the month of December, 1852, H. De Castelnau, with the 

object announced by him, of undertaking a new work and setting forth that 
he was establishing an organ, in which his authority would be upon a level 
with his responsibility, attached himself in the capacity of chief reporter to 
a new Journal, upon the same subjects, entitled “The Monitor of the Hos- 
vitals.” 
: Seeing that, for the interest of this speculation, H. De Castelnau, has 
made use of the list of subscribers of the Gazette of the Hospitals, which 
were in his hands only in consequence of his functions as principal reporter 
of the said sheet, and that during these months, he has caused the new Jour- 
nal to be addressed to the subscribers of the Gazette, with the purpose of 
withdrawing them from the enterprise in which he was engaged as prin- 
cipal reporter and of attaching them to the enterprise which he was estab- 
lishing. 

Seeing that, moreover, at the same time, H. De Castelnau allowed himself 
to propose to divers booksellers, who were accustomed to publish their ad- 
vertisements in the Gazette of the Hospitals, to publish 20,000 copies of them 
in an extra edition, (tirage extraordinaire) and that he received them from the 
booksellers, caused them to be inserted in the specimen of the new sheet 
which has been published, making them (the booksellers) believe that he 
was acting always in the interest of the Gazette of the Hospitals, to which 
they knew him to be attached. 

Seeing that these acts constitute a fraudulent competition, which ought 
to be restrained: 

That they have caused to De Sourd an injury, for which reparation is 
due to him, and that the tribunal possesses the elements necessary to ascer- 
taining it: 

That justice (? eqguité) equally demands that measures shall be taken so 
that blamable proceedings shall not profit, for the future, him who has taken 
them. For these considerations, condemns H. De Castelnau, even by his 
body (meme par corps*) to pay to Le Sourd 500 francs of damages ; fixes at 
one year, the duration of his bodily imprisonment, declares that H. De Cas- 
telnau shall be required during six months, commencing at the expiration of 
a week from the pronouncing of the present judgment, from causing his name 
to appear either as chief reporter of the Monitor of the Hospitals, or as re- 
porter of any of the articles which shall be therein published ; forbids him to 
address gratuitously the said Journal to the subscribers of the Gazette of the 
Hospitals, under penalty of 100 franes of damages, and by his body (et par 
corps) for every breach, and declares that the written sentence of the present 
judgment shall be inserted in three Journals of the Capital, at the election of 
De Sourd, and at the cost of Castelnau: condemns H. De Castelnau to the 


costs.

Move or Practye Booxs iy Ancient Lisraries.—It may not be known to 
those who are not accustomed to meet with old books in their original bind- 
ings, or of seeing public libraries of antiquity, that the volumes were for- 
merly placed on the shelves with the leaves, not the back, in front; and that 
the two sides of the binding were joined together with neat silk or other 
strings, and in some instances, where the books were of greater value and 
curiosity than common, even fastened with gold or silver chains —(Philip 
Bliss, Oxen.) 

“ Parapise Lost.”—When this great production appeared, in 1667, the 
celebrated Waller wrote of it—“The old, blind schoolmaster, John Milton, 
hath published a tedious poem on the fall of man ; if its length be not con- 
sidered a merit, it has no other.” 

Thomas Ellwood, an intelligent and learned Quaker, who was honored by 
the intimate friendship of Milton, used to read to him various authors in the 
learned languages, and thus contributed as well to his own improvement as 
to solace the dark hours of the poet when he had lost his sight. 
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“The curious ear of John Milton,” said Ellwood, in his own Life, “ could 
discover, by the tone of my voice, when I did not clearly understand what 
I read, and open the difficult passages.” , j 

Milton lent Ellwood the manuscript of Paradise Lost to read. W hen he 
returned it, Milton asked him how he liked it. ‘I like it much,” said the 
udicious Quaker; “ thou hast written well, and said much of Paradise Lost ; 
or what hast thou to say of Paradise Found?” Milton made no answer, 
but sat musing for some time. 

When business afterwards drew Ellwood to London, he called on Milton, 
who showed him the poem of Paradise Regained; and in a pleasant tone said 
to his friend, “This is owing to you; for you put it into my head by the 
question you asked me at Charlfont, which before I had not thought of.” 


Ponperovs Ervpitioy.—Dr. Walter Anderson, who was afflicted with an 
incurable cacocthes seribendi, was for half a century minister of Chirnside. 
Complaining to David Hume that the successful authors had pre-occupied 
all the popular subjects, the historian joomenty suggested the Life of Cresus, 
king of Lydia, as a suitable subject for a book. Anderson seized the idea, 
and wrote the life, containing also “Observations on the ancient notion of 
Destiny, or Dreams, on the origin and credit of the Oracles,” &e. The work 
received a serio-burlesque notice in the second number of the first Hdinburgh 
Review, conducted by Hume, Smith, Carlyle, and others. Undeterred by 
the failure of his first attempt, he produced in succession five quarto volumes 
of history, which nobody read or bought. As he published at his own risk, 
it is related that the cost of print and paper was defrayed by the sale, one 
by one, as each successive ponderous quarto appeared, of some houses which 
he possessed in the town of Dunse, till all had become the property of another,
